Holdup Gang Robs

Lincoln, EL. Feb. 4.—(AP)—A 


holdup gang of ten men or more, 
wearing black masks and armed 
with revolvers and blackjacks, en- 
tered a night club jiear here early 
today and after binding nearly 20 
patrons and employes escaped with 
an undetermined amount of cash 
and jewelry, Sheriff C. L. Kief re- 
ported. 


The bandits obtained at least 


51.125 in cash but none of the pa- 
trons or employes was able to es- 
timate the total amount taken, the 
sheriff said- 
Keither could they 


give the exact number of bandits 
although they said there were at 
least ten. 


Some of the robbers stood guard 


while the others systematically 
collected -wallets, rings. and 
watches. Before fleeing, t h e y 
bound their victims with adhesive 
tape. Kief said. 


The robbery occurred at the Ma- 


ple club, one-half mile east of Lin- 
coln.

treasury, in 18 months of intensi- 
fied dri\-ing against tax evasion, 
has added more than 52,000,000.- 
000 in assessments to taxpayers" 
original returns, Secretary Snyder 
said today. 


More than 51.500,000.000 of this 


was tacked on during 1946. Snyder 
said in releasing an Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau report for the year. 
Extra assessments in 1945 totaled

GOP Congressmen To 


Back Cut in Taxes 


Rep. Allen Submits 
Tax Compromise 
Scheme to Leaders 


Washington, Feb. 3 — (AP) — 


A tax cutting compromise which 
.would give small income earners 
twice as big a percentage slash 
as those in the upper brackets 
was proposed to GOP leaders to- 
day by Chairman Allen ,(R-I11), 
of the House Rules committee. 


Under Allen's scale, taxes on 


incomes up to $2,500 would be 
pared 20 per cent; $2,500 to ?5,000, 
17 per cent; $5,000 to $10,000, 15 
per cent; above $10,000-, 10 per 
cent. 


The Illinois lav/maker estimat- 


ed his proposal would mean an 
overall tax reduction of about $2,- 
750,000,000, compared with the 
53,350,000,000 loss of revenue un- 
der the 20 per cent across-the- 
board cut advocated by Chairman 
Knutson (R-Mmn), of the ways 
and means committee. 


Knutson's bill providing the flat 


reduction has roused sharp oppo- 
sition even within his own party. 
Speaker Martin (R-Mass), told 
newsmen last week the Republi- 
can leadership favors cutting taxes 
20 per cent, but not necessarily 
by slashing- across-the-board. 


Allen submitted his compromise 


to both Martin' and Knutson.

LAW ON THE FARM

Lien* for Threshing, Balling 


and Shelling: 


.In 1871 the Illinois legislature 
passed a law giving the owners 


- ' of threshing machines, clover hul- 


lers, corn shellers and hay balers 
a hen against the crop threshed, 
Jiulled, shelled or baled. The lien 
attaches when the service is ren- 
dered and lasts for eight months. 
It is security either for the con- 
tract price of the job or for a 
reasonable price if no agreement 
•\vas made. 


In connection with this lien the 


following facts are important: 
* First, the lien is good lor the 
-period stated, even though the 
owner of the grain, hay or clover 
seed retains full possession and 
control over it. 
' Second, the lien is not valid 
against a purchaser unless the 
lien holder gives written notifi- 
cation to the purchaser before the 
latter has made a final settle- 
ment with the seller. 
* Third, although there are no 
Illinois decisions on the applica- 
tion of this law, hen laws are 
strictly construed. In the langu- 
age of one prominent work of law, 
"Statuory hens have been looked 
upon with jealousy, and generally 


will only be extended tft cases ex- 
pressly provided for by the statute, 
and then only when there has 
been a strict compliance with all 
the statutory requisites essential 
to their creation and existence." 
if the Illinois courts adopt this 
strict viewpoint, it is doubtful if 
the owners of mechancial corn 
pickers are entitled to a lien for 
custom work. 


It is true also that combines 


and pick-up. balers were not in 
the. minds of the legislators when 
the law was passed in 1874; how- 
ever, the courts would be more 
likely to t include these machines 
within the present Jangauge of 
the act. Whether they actually 
will is still a question. 


Fourth, to enforce the lien given 


by th*is act, the holder must give 
the owner 10 days* written notice 
that he intends to sell the prop- 
erty at a designated time and 
place. If the owner does not settle 
with the lien holder, the property 
may be sold and the lien satis- 
fied, anv balance going to the 
owner. 


These laws may be found in the 


Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 
82, Section 59a and Chapter 141, 
Section 3.

Deutch's final process was ex- 


pedited at the request of Lieut.- 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, our deputy 
military governor for Germany, 
on the ground that his services 
were required in Germany and 
that he could not be sent, there 
except as an American citizen. 
Now Mr. Deutch says he did not 
go to Germany following- his nat- 
uralization but remained at his 
duties in Washington by request 
of his superior in the Office of 
War Mobilization. He has since 
left the government service and 
opened his own practice as an en- 
gineer. 


.: He said he had1 no "political" 
sponsors but that he was recom- 
mended for government service by 
Col. Howard B. Bennion, of the 
Edison Electrical Institute, Gporge 
Messersmith, then our ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, and others. He says 
he was first 
employed ta'y the 


board of economic warfare—but 
after Henry Wallace had left that 
bureau—to give' information on 
the location of power plants in 
Germany, and that he has never 
met Wallace.

its campaign to contact the next 
of kin of all Illinoisans who died 
in the service. 
Purpose of the 


campaign is to make certain that 
all benefits due next of km are 
being paid. 


Under the accrued military pay 


provision, the dependent oi a maa 
killed in service is given the back 
pay and allowances due to the sol- 
dier at the time of death. 
The 


death gratuiity pay involves pay- 
ment to the dependent next of 
kin of an amount equal to 
six 


months pay, including compensa- 
tion of all types received by the 
servicemen at the time of his 
death, except rental and subsis- 
tence allowances. 
Qualified 
de- 


pendants of deceased servicemen 
who are covered under the social 
security program may be eligible 
for payments. 
Not all servicemen 


were covered under this progiam. 
A check with the local security 
board is riecessaiy to deteimine 
whether these payments are due.

these benefits may contact Serv- 
ice Officer Albert Ruggles whose 
office is located m the Worsley 
building at 105 East Second street, 
Dixon, for information regarding 
them.

Seeking Federation

The first national congress o£ 


those 
whose 
slogan 
is "the 


brotherhood of man and the fed- 
eration of the world" as a practical 
objective will convene Feb. 21 at 
Asheville, N. C 


The congress has been called by 


the "United States council of the 
Movement for World Government, 
and is being sponsored by a dozen 
organizations 
They have invited 


representatives from a 
score of 


other national organizations which 
are on record as favoring the 
idea, including the American Vet- 
erans Committee, the Commission 
of World Peace of the Methodist 
church, the U. S. Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, various bar associ- 
ations and the like. 


The United States council was 


organized after an international 
meeting- in Luxembourg last Oc- 
tober, and is designed to unify the 
movement in this country. 


Support 'n England 


The idea seems to have attract- 


ed world-wide attention since the 
war, has received strong support 
in. England, and is a long-range 
objective of some who 
support 


such groups as Union Now, which 
seeks immediate federation of 
England with, the United States, 
and the proposed United States of 
Europe. 
A recent public opinion 


poll in the United States (by Ro- 
per) indicated that more than 60 
percent of Americans support the 
federationists, believing this coun- 
try should join a representative 
worfcl 
congress 
empowered 
to 


make and enforce laws. 


• Some of the people who 
are 


advocating world federation want 
it to replace the United Nations 
now. Others realize that, consid- 
ering the present state of the 
world, their lifetimes will at best 
permit only the prosecution of an 
educational program looking to- 
ward accomplishment at some dis- 
tant date. 


Want TJ.S.-British Pact 


Still others feel that the most 


practical immediate approach, is 
through confederation—a non-leg- 
islative combination of countries 
to promote peace and mutual wel- 
fare. Many of them would like to 
see the U. S. and the British 
Commonwealth 
begin, it 'with 


treaties calling for customs union, 
military alliance and cultural sup- 
port, and with this union thrown 
open for membership by any other 
countries which would support the 
same tenets. 
" They believe" such a union would 
soon become sufficiently strong to 
enforce peace by the mere promise 
to step in on the side of the under- 
dog whenever the need arose. This 
is the same line of thought that 
held that England, the U. S. and 
France could have prevented the 
Thiopian, Sino-Japanese and sec- 
ond world wars by an alliance 
which promised to whip anyone 
who started a fight 


Some Idealist* 


Your true federationist'is likely 


to be an idealist who prefers the 
long, hard route of education and 
social development rather than 
stoop to the use of force to attain 
even a. good end. ' The confedera- 
tionist is likely to refer to his 
idealist counter part as "starry- 
eyed," and reject him as imprac- 
tical, and to claim that an attain- 
able imperfection is a better im- 
mediate goal than_ a 
presently- 


impossible perfection. He is near- 
er to those who, though unsatis- 
fied, are leaving their money on 
the United Nations. 


Part of the job at AshevilJc, if 


the movement is to have any suc- 
cess, will be to unify the federa- 
tionist and the confederationists. 
If the two efforts can be converg- 
ed on a line pointing to federa- 
tion through confederation they 
may. 
even though forced to feel 


their way along, produce amazing:

Illinois Near Top on 


Its Water Resources 


Springfield, 111., Feb. 4— (AP) — 


Illinois is one of the top ranking 
states in the amount of water sur- 
face resources, a survey revealed 
today. 


The state water survey division 


reported above average water fa- 
cilities were available for indus- 
trial users of large amounts of 
water considering factory 
loca- 


tions in Illinois. 


Illinois' 11,500 miles of streams 


discharge over 27 billion gallons 
of water into the Mississippi and 
Ohio 
rivers, the 
report 
said. 


Stream flow measurements collect- 
ed over a period of years indicated 
during a 24-hour period, the aver- 
age discharge into the Mississippi 
river was 23.9 billion gallons and 
into the Ohio river, 3.9 billion gal- 
fons. 


Other studies made recently es- 


timated there were more than 600 
unused large reservoir sites in 
Illinois capable of storing 38,000 
gallons, an amount sufficient to 
supply the city of Chicago for 10 
years.

Tax Cut Will Boost 


Revenue, is I. M. A. 
Outlook on Problem 


Group Cites Statistics to 


Uphold Contention Cut 


Is Feasible 


Chicago — Supporting its con- 


tention that a 20 per cent reduc- 
tion in income taxes is feasible, 
the Illinois Manufacturers asso- 
ciation Saturday cited statistics 
to show that after World Wat- 1 
income tax revenues were main- 
tained at a sufficient level to meet 
government needs though lates 
were steadily decreased. 


"Notwithstanding these succes- 


sive and sharp reductions federal 
tax collections were maintained or 
increased due to the stimulation 
and incentives they-gave to pro- 
ducing- a larger national income 
which expanded steadily through- 
out that period," the association 
said. 


For 1921 national income was 57 


billion 700 million dollars and to- 
tal annual income tax liabilities 
of individuals reported in ^tax re- 
turns amounted to 719 million dol- 
lars, the association said. In the 
revenue act of Nov. 23. 1921, sur- 
taxes were reduced from those 
applying to 1921 income, includ- 
ing the reduction of the top rate 
to 50 per cent. Personal exemp- 
tions for married persons were in- 
creased from $2,000 to $2,500 (ex- 
cept for those with net incomes 
of over $5,000) and for dependents 
from $200 to $400 and the capital 
gains tax was made more favor- 
able for the taxpayers 


Income, Taxes Kise in 1922 
For 1922 national income was 


59 billion 600 million dollars and 
income taxes rose to S61 million 
dollars, an increase of 144 mil- 
lions over 1921. 


The revenue act of June 2, 1924, 


provided for a 25 per cent credit 
or refund on all income taxes 
paid on 1923 incomes. Normal tax 
rates were sharply reduced, sur- 
tax rates were cut in all income 
tax brackets, and the top rate 
was lowered to 40 per cent. A tax 
credit was allowed on earned in- 
come and there was moderate lib- 


crahzatlon with respect to capi- 
tal gains and losses, Despite the 
radical tax reductions the indi- 
vidual income tax total for 11123 
was 662 millions, a decline of 399 
millions from 1922. National in- 
come was 69 billions.Mn 1921 na- 
tional income 70 billion dollars 
and individual income taxes to- 
taled 704. millions, the association 
said. 


The revenue act of June 2., 1921, 


increased personal exemptions for 
married persons from $2,500 to 
S3.500, and for single persons 'rom 
$1,000 to $1.500. It, reduced the 
normal tax rate, cut surtax rates 
on incomes above §26.000 to a 
maximum pf 20 per cent, and lib- 
eralized the amount of eained in- 
come for purpose of earned in- 
come tax credits. 


Same Trend in Other Years 
In 1925 national income was 73 


billions 600 millions and individ- 
ual income taxes 733 millions, in 
1926 
national income was 77 bil- 


lions 100 millions and individual 
income taxes 732 billions, and in 
1927 
national income totaled 77 


billions 200 millions and individ- 
ual income taxes S31 millions. 


The revenue act of May 29, 


1928, 
further 
liberalized 
the 


amount of income on which the 
earned income tax credit could 
be claimed. For 1928 national in- 
come was 78 billions 900 millions 
and income taxes reached a total 
of 1 billion 164 millions. On Dec. 
16, 1929, by joint resolution of 
congiess. normal tax rates ap- 
plicable to 1929 were reduced. For 
1929 
the national income was 82 


billions 500 millions and individ- 
ual income taxes totaled 1 billion 
2 millions. The association's study 
was concluded with 1929, the end 
of the post World War I pros- 
perity period.
